The photograph shows various writing^oi^h^vaU of 
the Pentagon, one of which is, "Who is John Galt?" ^m^said 
he did not see the actual writing and his knowledge is limited to his 
noticing the writing on the photograph. He did not know the significance 
of the writing, if any, but wanted to bring it to the attention of the FBI 
because of the name "Galt." He had been reviewing photographs of the 
demonstration in an unrelated matter.
